SIGNS FOR MOJAVE DESERT.

Will Point Way to Water Holes to

Travelers.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., October 14.—Aft-
er fourteen years of effort on the part
of good roads enthusiasts, the govern-
ment finally has appropriated 310,000
for the erection of sign posts to water
holes in the Mojave desert.
